BE  it  ci.acted  h  tbt  Senpte  cr.d  Hivse  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca, in  Confess  asscmbied,  'I  hat  from  and  af- 
ter the  firll  day  of  Jime  nc;:t,  the  offices  of 
the  cornir  idem  rs  appointed  in  virtue  of  an 
art  psffed  on  the  fixteenth  day  of  July,  in  the 
year  I'evcntcen  hundred  ar.d  ninety,  <  ntitled 
u  An  ac\  to  efwblift  the  temporary  and  per- 
manent feat  of  the  government  of  the  LTn'.- 
ttd  States,"  li.^li  ctafe  and  determine;  and 
the  faidcotnm^Soneri  fhall  deliver  up  unto  fuch 
perfon  as  the  Prefident  {hull  appoint,  in  virtue 
of  this  set,  all  plans,  draughts,  bcoks,  records, 
accounts,  deed*,  grants,  contrails,  bends,  ob- 
ligations,  f.iuritits,  and  other  evidences  of 
debt  in  their  pofieffion  which  relate  to  the  ci- 
ty 01  V.  ;  giington,  and  the  aflairs  heretofore 
under  their  fupenntendanc-  and  care. 

Sec.  i.  Ar.d  he  it  further  enccted,  That  the 
affairs  of  the  city  of  Waffiington,  which  have 
heretofore  been  under  the  cere  and  fuperin- 
tendance  of  the  faid  commiffioneri',  Ihairhc-re- 
after  be  under  the  direction  of  a  fupenntt nd- 
ant,  to  be  appoint rd  by,  and  to  be  under  the 
controul  of  the  Prefident  of  the  United  State  s ; 
and  the  faidfuperintendant  is  hereby  invefted 
with  all  powers,  and  lhall  hereafter  perform 
all  duties,  which  the  faid  commiffionors  arc 
now  veiled  with,  or  are  required  to  perfi  rm  by, 
or  in  virtue  of  any  ad  of  Congrc  fs,  or  any  a'ct 
of  the  general  afferobiy  of  Maryland,  or  any 
deed  or  deeds  of  truft  from  the  original  pro 
prietois  of  the  lots  in  the  faid  city,  or  in  any 
other  manner  whatsoever.

fix,  and  which  the  faid  commiffioners  are  au- 
thor.fed  by  law  to  re-ftll,  in  confequence  of 
a  failure  on  the  part  of  the  purchafers,  to

And  be  it  further  enaSled,  1  hat 
the  faid  prefident  and  directors,  fo  eledted,  <nd 
their  fucctfTors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  fhall 
not  begin  to  colleft  wharfage  or  tolls,  until 
rhe  canal  is  made  practicable  for  boat?  and 
fcows  to  pafs  through  the  fame  from  the  Poto- 
mac to  the  Eaftern  Branch. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
every  prefident  and  director,  before  he  acts  as 
fuch,  lhall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  for  the 
faithful  difcharge  of  his  office. 

SeC  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
there  lhall  he  a  general  meeting  of  the  pro- 
prietors on  the  firft  Monday  in  June,  and  the 
firft  Monday  in  December,  every  year,  in  the 
city  of  Walhington  ;  to  which  meeting  the 
prefident  and  directors  (hall  make  a  report,

S-c  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
for  and  in  conlideration  of  the  expenc.es  the 
faid  proprietors :  fhall  incur,  not  only  in  cut- 
tingcanals,  but  in  erecYmg  locks,  and  in  main 
taining  and  keeping  the  fame  in  repair,  and  it 
temporary  enlargement  and  improvement  oi 
the  Cuba,  that  for  the  fpsce  of  fifty  years, 
•when  this  act  Hull  ceafe  on  repayment  of  tin 
principal  of  the  funis  expended,  the  COffipan) 
is  hereby  authorifed  to  collect  the  fame  rates 
of  wharfage  on  all  articles  and  materials  land- 
ed on  each  fide  of  the  canal,  as  are  now  le- 
gally n-ie.ivcd  at  the  wharfs  of  Georgetown  :

ri'ij,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  follow- 
ing fums-,  including  any  fum  which  may  have 
been,  or  might  be  expended  during  the  pre- 
fent  year,  by  virtue  of  any  former  appropria- 
tion, be,  it  the  fame  are  hereby  respectively  ap- 
propriated to  defray  the  expences  of  the  navy  of 
the  United  States  during  the  year  one  thou- 
fand  eight  hundred  and  two  ;  that  is  to  fay  : 

For  the  pay  and  fubfiftence  of  the  officers, 
the  pay  of  the  feamen,  proviuoog  and  repairs, 
five  hundred  and  eight  thoufand  two  hundred 
and  twenty-fix  dollars  : 

For  medicines,  inftruments,  and  hofpital 
flores,  t?n  thoufand  dollars  : 

For  the  purchafe  of  ordinance  and  other 
military  (lores,  twenty  thoufand  dollars. 

For  falaries  of  fuperintendauts  of  navy 
yards,  ftorekeepers  and  clerks,  (tore  rent, 
hire  of  labourers,  Etc. twelvcthoufand  dollars. 

For  the  purchafe  and  expenre  of  trail I'port- 
atlon  of  timber,  and  other  materials',  inclu- 
ding ordinance  for  the  feventy-fcur  gun  (hips, 
one  hundred  and  ninety  thoufand  live  hundred 
and  feventy-five  dollars  : 
.  For  the  improvement  of  navy  yard?,  docks 
and  wharves,  fifty  thoufand  dollar? : 

For  contingencies,  ten  thoufand  dollars  : 
For  the  pay  and  fubliftence,  including  pro- 
vifions,  for  thofe  on  Ihore,  and  forage  for  the 
ftarTof  the  marine  corps,  fcventy-r.ie  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  fifry-fcur  dollars,  and  for- 
ty cents  : 

For  clothing  for  the  fame,  fifteen  thoufand 
five  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars. 

For  military  ftores  for  the  fame,  one  thou- 
fand two  hundred  and  twenty -four  dollars, 
and  fixty  cents : 

For  the  quarter  mailer's  department,  com- 
prifin  r  quarters  for  the  offic  irs,  and  barracks 
for  the  men  at  different  Anions,  fuel,  ftation- 
ary,  camp  utenfils,  &c.  feven  thoufand  and 
fixty-one  dollars  : 

For  medicine,  medical  fcrvices,  ai:d  Infpit a] 
ftores,  one  thoufand  dollars. 

For  officers  travelling  expences,  armour- 
ers and  carpenters  bills,  and  other  contin- 
gent expences,  two  thoufand  five  hundred 
and  fifty  dollar-. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacled,  That 
fo  much  ,>f  the  faid  feveral  fums  of  money,  here- 
in before  fp.cifically  appropriated,  and  amount- 
ing together  to  the  fuTi  of  nine  hundred  thou- 
fand dollars,  as  fhall  not  have  been  expended 
by  virtue  of  any  former  appropriation,  fliall 
be  paid,  firft,  out  of  any  balance  remaining 
Unexpended  of  former  appropriations  for  the 
fupportof  the  navy;  andfecondly,  out  of  a- 
ny  monies  in  the  trcal'ury  of  the  United  States 
not  otherwife  appropriated  by  law.

Every  body,  perhaps,  has  not  remarked  with 
:h«  fame  attention  a  pafiage  in  the  firft  dif- 
patcbes  from  General  Lcclerc,  in  which  he  ob- 
lierveSf  that  the  guns,  cannon,  and  powder 
which  were  found  at  the  Cape,  were  furnilh- 
ed  by  the  United  States  of  America. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  unjult  to  found  upon 
this  circumftance'a  ferious  reproach  againft  a 
government  hi  j -puled  to  be  attached  to  France 
9y  principles,  by  inter*  ft,  and  by  a  ju(l  fenfe 
of  gratitude.  i>yt  if  we  connect  this  fact 
with  feveral  other  things  ;  if  we  apply  it  to 
a  general  fyftem  of  politics  adopted  bv  the  U- 
nitej  States  under  the  Prelidcncy  of  Mr.  Jef- 
ferfoVs  pi\dcce(for,  the  abovementioned  paf- 
1  ige  hi  Central  Leclerc's  letter  may  not  ap- 
pear infigniricant. 

Sor.u  months  ago  we  publifhed  in  this  p: 
per  an  anecdote,-  which,  though  it  remained 
unknown  for  a  long  time,  did  not  the  lefs  de- 
fcrve  lerious  attention.  It  related  to  an  in- 
terview v  hich  took  place  at  St.  Domingo  be- 
tween Touiil'.uiu  Loverture  and  the  cominer. 
cial  agent  of  the  United  Slates,  at  the  mo- 
ment 111  which  the  relult  of  the  famous  battle 
of  Marengo  had  been  made  known.  The  plan 
of  th  .'  American  >overnment  was  then 
in  concert  with  '.he  Britifh]  to  detcrm 
pegro  Ceneral  to  declare  the  independence  of 
St.  Domingo  ;  &  that  was  one  of  the  orincipal 
mftructioiib  of  the  Commercial  Agent,  Con- 
ferences continued  to  take  place  upon  thii 
fubjee*,  when  Touiffaint,  informed  of  what 
bad  taken  place  in  Italy,  changed  his  refacti- 
on ail  at  once,  and  cried  out  in  accents  of  dt-f- 
pair-Moi  pafrCOUnoitre  ca  quejdeveenir — mais 
Maringo  la  tuer  rr.ai. — (I  know  no*,  what  all 
this  will  produce  :  but  thi  >  Maringo  kills  me) 
and  upon  this  the  negbclation  was  put  an  end 
to,  or  at  lea. I  lufpended. 

That  Mr.  JuTenon,  became  fmce  President 
of  the  Feder;.i  Government,  has  not  followed 
the  politic:;!  fyftem  of  ids  predeced'or — that  he 
has  adopted  a  mode  of  conduct  lefs  Machiave- 
lian,  appears  inconteftiblr.  But  the 
either  more  or  lefs  liberal,  of  a  man  who  is  pla- 
ced for  a  time  a'  the  head  of  an  elective  gov 
eminent,  ought  not  to  be  of  any  weigiit  in 
the  judgement  which  may  be  formed  upon  the 
order  of  things  to  which  he  belongs  eventual- 
ly ;  and  when  it  is  necelfary  to  examine  the 
general  interefts  ar.d  Situation  of  America,  the 
private  opinion  of  Mr.  Jeff.-rfon  becomes  al- 
moft  a  matter  of  incifterence. 

If  we  pay  attention  to  the  rapid  increafe  of 
the  population,  the  induftry,  trade,  and  wealth 
of  the  United  .States,  we  cannot  avoid  fore- 
feeing  that  that  power  is  d:ftined  one  day  to 
rule  over  the  new  world,  and  to  place  under 
its  yoke  all  the  Weft  India  Colonies.  Is  it 
not  the  intc.-cftof  Europe  to  endeavor,  while 
it  is  yet  time,  to  remove  that  epoch  to  a  great- 
er diftance  ;  and  does  not  pobcy  require  that 
there  should  bi  eftabliflied  a,  loon  as  poflible 
upon  the  continent  of  America*,  a  barrier  a- 
gainft  the  prefuined  ambition  of  a  people  to 
whom  nature  has  promised  the  empire  of  half 
the  world. 

The  idea  of  rc-atfeching  Louifiana  to  the 
domain  of  France  is  perhaps,  of  all  political 
conceptions,  the  wife!!;  and  mo  ft  important. 
England  herfdf  could  not  avoid  applauding 
the  plan  of  eftablrfljuig  on  the  frrra  firna  of 
America,  an  European  power  capable  of  oppo- 
ling  an  impenetrable  barrier  to  the  torrent 
which  might  one  day,  without  that  precaution 
i'preadfroni  North  to  South,  cover  Mexico,  the 
Weft  Indies,  Canada,  and  fhut  Europe  out 
from  the  pafiage  of  the  Atlantic.  Spain,  en- 
feebled, has  too  many  diftant  poffe'fiions  to 
defend  and  preferve,  to  keep  the  United  States 
confined  within  its  prefent  iimits.  Great  Bri- 
tain herfelf  is  not  in  a  condition  to  form  a 
militaiy  eftablilhment  upon  Terra  Firma,  ca- 
pable of  infurtng  the  pretenfions  and  rights  of 
Europe  upon  that  part  of  the  world. 

It  is  true  tiiat  the  government  of  the  Uni- 
on has  prom". fed  to  other  nations  to  remain 
within  its  prefent  limits.  But  do  we  not  know, 
that  in  politics  the  execution  of  thefe  kinds  of 
promifes  remains  always  fubordinate  to  a 
multitude  of  events  and  circumftances  which 
cannot  be  forefeen  ?  And  befides,  though  the 
Federal  Government  (hould  renounce  for  a 
century  all  fj  Hem  of  aggrandifement,  is  it  no- 
thing to  occupy  a  territory  extenfive  enough 
for  the  fupport  of  100  millions  of  inhabi  tants  ? 
Is  it  nothing  to  rule  over  500  leagues  of  ma- 
ritime coaft,  to  have  ifles  under  the  eye  and 
hand,  to  reign  upon  the  Atlantic,  and  to  fee 
itfelf  feparateu  from  the  South  Sea  only  by 
lavage  nations  ready  to  receive  th^-  yoke  from 
whatever  power  fliall  appear  before  them  in 
arms  ?  What  means  this  project  of  civilizing 
ihe  Indian  tribes  ;  and  to  whom  would  thefe 
people  belong  but  to  the  government  who 
takes  upon  itfelf  to  polifh  them,  and  which 
has  no  rival  to  fear,  being  itfelf  alone  eftablifli- 
ed in  the  centre  of  the  new  world. 

Let  it  not  then  be  imagined  that  the  plan  of 
uniting  Louifiana  to  the  dominion  of  the 
French  republic  is  dictated  bv  ambition,  or 
that  it  is  part  of  a  pure  and  fimple  fyftem  of 


aggrandifement.  The  prefervation  of  the 
European  polTelF.ons  in  the  Weft  Indies  has 
rendered  this  plan  necelfary  ;  and  the  interefls 
of  all  the  maratime  powers  of  Europe,  is  to 
fee  the  ftrongeft  amongft  them  form  an  efia- 
bhfliment  on  the  continent  of  America,  fufli- 
ciently  impofmg  and  important  to  ferve  as  a 
counterpoife  to  the  domination  of  the  Unitec
